Primary effort was expended on the implementation of various 
coordination requirements related to Arctic«Antarctic-13Y, Unconventional 
Warfare, map procurement, and photographic intelligence activities. A 
substantial amount of research imdrartaken during the month will be 
realized as production during April. 


2. The Cartography Division completed 37 maps and charts, 35 for 
CIA and 2 for the Department of State. Requests for the month numbered 
56 — 53 for CIA, 2 for the Department of State, and 1 for the U3AF. The 
HIS Map Coordinator received 11 color proofing Jobs and 20 f inal MS maps 
frcaa reproduction; £6 color proofing Jobs and. k6 for final printing re- 
mained in reproduction at the end of the month. The Spec ial Support 
Branch completed 48 ®£»ps and charts and accepted requests for 42; in 
addition, 5 reruns were accepted and completed. Noteworthy in the 
completions were 10 maps for a single OCI Weekly. 

3» The Map Library Division received 3 ,338 maps and 703 related 
ptibli S i0as iYaR foreign sources. Of this total, 3836 were ret ained in 
CIA, 28$ sent to Amy Map Service and 2% to the Library of Congress. 

A total of 19,772 map sheets ware disseminated in answer to 1,388 requests; 
although -this represented & decrease in the number of sheets disseminated, 
the number of requests serviced set a new all-time high far the Division.
